China and uot Japan is f he central figure 


ia'the "Washingtou conference. "Whatever 
is .done \vith reduction of armament and 
•with life 'Far eastern, and Pacific, prob- 
lems. China is (he leading factor and 
looms in the background. China has prc- 
' scnlcd her case to the conference. She asks 
in effect for self-government. 
She asks 


that her status be made clear and unas- 
sailable. She demands recognition of her 
independence, respect for territorial .in- 
,iegri(y, restoration of seized provinces and 
.regions, abandonment of special rights, 
privileges and extra-territorial rights, 
•withdrawal of foreign troops from her soil 
—in brief, permission to run her own af- 
fairs and to determine her own foreign 
policies. 


•What China asks is nothing more than 


her lawful and inherent right. It is based 
upon the fundamental proposition of self- 
determination. The open-door policy does 
not mean the right of foreign nations to' 
exploit China selfishly or in 'the impair- 
ment of her sovereignty and her territorial 
entity. • Ilfshould mean equal opportunity 
to all to do business with China and to as- 


1 sist in her development, but always with, 
regard first to her own political and eco- 
jnpTuic rights. Under such an order China 
'will not separate herself from the world. 
She will the more readily invite foreign 
capital, initiative and enterprise. The de- 
velopment of (her vast resources is as es- 
sential to her well-being as is her political 
freedom. All she wants is a square deal
